Committee aims for pool bubble this fall

TWIN FALLS - As soon us 
summer changes to fall a bubble 
could be built over the city pool. 

The Cover the • Pool 
Committee has almost hit its 
goal of raising money to install a 
bubble for a year-round pool. 
The committee has raised 

5190.000 of the needed 
$300,000. Contractors have 
made in-kind donations, so 

530.000 is needed before the 
bubble can be ordered, commit- 
tee chairman Stephanie 


Crumrine said. 

“We are still raising the rest of 
the funds, but wo are very close 
to our goal,” committee member 
Jeff Harris said. 

The committee hod hoped to 
begin work on a concrete foun- 
, dation for the bubble earlier this 

■ year! But because of scheduling 
difficulties, work coufdn’t start 
before the pool opened for the 
season. 

"The time frame didn’t work 
out," Harris said. 

Because of safety concerns, 
work on the bubble won't be 

■ done while the pool is open. 

Tho new plan is to begin work 


on the foundation its soon as the 
pool doses. In the meantime the 
committee will work to raise 
$30,000. 

“We will easily achieve that in 
the near future," Harris said. 

The Cover the Pool 
Committee is planning summer 
fund-raisers, induding a Dierkcs 
Lake mileswim and a Twin Falls 
triathlon in August. 

Harris estimates it will take 
about two weeks to build a con- 
crete dedk that will anchor the 
bubble. 

The bubble is made of a poly- 
ester fabric that is fireproof and 
engineered to withstand snow. 


Crumrine said. The cover will be 
used for the winter, taken down 
in mid-May and stored for the 
summer. 

The bubble could be finished 
by the end of September, 
Crumrine said. Installation of 
the bubble tokes only a couple 
of days. 

American Fork, Utah, has a 
bubble for its pool, and it's been 
popular with residents, 
Crumrine said. Other areas sudt 
as Jackson, Wyo., also use pool 
bu bbles.

Serbs bum Kosovo homes; Russians block unit 


Peacekeepers try 
to contain violence

PRISTINA, Yugoslavia - Serb 
troops burned houses within 
sight of Western troops Sunday 
and NATO soldiers shot dead 
two armed men as peacekeepers 
tried to contain new violence in 
Kosovo. Russian troops, mean- 
~whilcrblocked-rcinforcemcnts — 
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for a small British unit uneasily 
coexisting with a Russian force 
dominating Pristina airport. 

‘ OverailrNATOVobjcctiVes 
were being met: Serb troops 
were withdrawing on or ahead of 
schedule, and peacekeeping 
units, including the first 
American combat troops, were 
fanning out across the province 
as planned. 

But some Serb forces, not due 
to depart for n few days, prevent- 
ed NATO soldiers from reaching 
burning houses in an ethnic 
Albanian suburb of Pristina, 
Kosovo’s capital. 

British troops also reported 
counting nearly 100 bodies in 
mass graves found during patrols 
of Kacanik, a town in southern 
Kosovo.

TWIN FALLS - Though the 
confusing questions on 1998‘s 
two-page election ballot -are still 
a vivid memory to some voters, 
people around t lie state are 
already working on initiatives 
and constitutional amendments 
for next time. 

With 15 months to go before 
November 2000, five ballot ini- 
tiatives have been proposed. 
This winter, state lawmakers 
introduced three amendments - 
which have to be approved at 
the polls - and although none 
passed, the Legislature has a 
whole session between now and 
then. 

Thu cluttered ballots don’t 
please everybody - Twin Falls 
voter Gay Curtis called them a 
‘“tiunch of malarkey" after wad- 
ing thruuglilust November’s. 

Some of the possible decisions, 
though, could sound familiar to 
Idahoans - it’s getting hard to 
imagine an election without a 
term limits question - and a few 
would be showing up for the first 
time. 

But before any of them are put 
in front of tile Idaho electorate, 
their backers have a lot of work 
to do. 

“We’ve got until April 30 to 
get our 40,000 signatures,” said 
Dave Obray, a Pocatello man 
who is pushing a proposal to 
reinstate Idaho’s “little Davis- 
Bacon Act,” which would rcqiyre 
public works contractors to pay n 
prevailing wage. 

Obray and his union, the 
International Brotherhood of 
Painters & Allied Trades, hope 
to solicit the help of labor coun- 
cils around the state to help 
track down the 39,686 signatures 
needed. But Idaho laws requir- 
ing the backers to get a mini- 
mum of 6 percent of the voters

Boot the rude off in Bangor 


. Airlines increasingly 

-dump unruly-folks 

in Maine city - 

BANGOR, Maine (AP) - It 
sounds like n bad joke: An inter- 
national traveler has a few too 
Ttnony drinks on the plane, causes 
a ruckus and wakes up in a jail 
. cell -in Bangor, Maine. 

But-three Brits - currently — 

housed in the county jail aren't 
laughing. As air rage increases, 
more and more trans-Atlantic 
pilots arc leaking pit stops here 
to drop off unruly passengers. 

“It’s like being chucked off die - 
bus,” says Jeff Russell, market- 
ing director at the Bangor 
International Airport. "I'm sure 
it's on unpleasant surprise to 
— wakcup trrBaiig&r:”' 

The airport embraces its role of 
taking menacing passengers out 
of the friendly skies. 

In an average year, eight to 12 
planes divert to Bangor to drop 
off belligerent passengers, like an 
Italian-tourist who assaulted a 
flight-attendant last spring when 
she told him he couldn’t smoke in 
die bathroom. 

About 25 percent of landings 
are by pilots who never planned 
on coming here but land for 
mechanical malfunctions or med- 
ical and refueling emergencies. 
They take advantage of the run- 
way at this former Air Force 
base, which at 11,-139 feet is long 
enough to accommodate the 
space shutdo. 

The number of nasty passengers 
seems to be growing.

KENNEBUNKPORT, Maine 
(AP) - With a promise to “stay 
out of his way,” former President 
George Bush said Sunday thin his 
son is prepared to follow his foot- 
steps to the White House.

Rounding 
a comer at her family’s summer 
estate and spying 150 journalists, 
the former first lady quipped,

Veterans finally raise 
largest flying U.S. flag 


More than 500,000 drunken 
drivers on probation, in jail 


GASTONIA, N.C. - As he 
helped hoist the world’s largest 
flying American flag on a 225-foot 
pole, veteran Joe Harris hoped 
that others would look at the 
flag’s.huge stars and stripes, and 
feel the same patriotism he felt. 

“I wanted somewhere to sit 
down and cry.” said Hams, 57, 
after the flag-raising ceremony at 
the base of Crowders Mountain. 

People cheered and wept 
Saturday, and music played, as 
Gastonia AMVETS Post 920 cortT 
pleted a wearied, seven-year 
effort to find a site for and con- 
struct an American flag that's 
Bigger than a basketball court. 
About 300 people gathered at the 
site, and hundreds more lined" 
“-“U.Sr29/74Trilhelr-carrandpick^“ 
qp trucks to watch. 

A tape of patriotic songs 
including the national anthem 
played as the flag rose, and as the 
anthem reached the lines, “gave 
proof through the night, that our 
Hag was still there," a perfect 
gust of wind stretched the previ- 
ously drooping flag. 

' I “The Good Lord always looks 
after us, gives us a breeze," said 
Harris, who chaired a flag project 
that raised more than S3 00,000 in 


donations of cash and services. 

,For now, the 114-foot by 65- 
foot flag will fly during the day 
on most weekends and holidays, 
not far from the site of the 
Revolutionary War Battle of 
Kings Mountain. AMVETS hopes 
to install lights around the flag so 
it can fly at night, and build a 
wall to protect it from vandals. 
Hams said. 

“It’s gorgeous,” said retired Col. 
Ray CurrcU, 77, who saluted the 
nearly 10 minutes it took to raise 
the flag. “Anything you can do to 
honor the flag, Fm all for it.” 

The flag is big enough that it 
took 30 people to fold, including 
Bill Gormley, a Vietnam War vet- 
eran who thought of- his brother 

“killed in action there. : 

“This is for him," Gormley 
said, patting one of the 4-foot- 
wide white stars on the flag. 

When the flag begins to fade in 
about six months, a new one will 
cost about $8,000, Harris said. 

A flag that flics on the George 
Washington Bridge in New York 
on national holidays is believed 
to be the next-largest-flying 
American flag. Other flags arc 
larger, but they don’t fly, Harris 
said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Reflecting tougher punishment 
for those who mix drinking and 
driving, over half a million 
motorists were on probation or 
behind bars for DW1 in 1997, 
almost twice the level of the mid- 
1980s, the government said 
Sunday. 

During the same period, - 
drunken driving -arrests dropped 
- from 1.8 million in 1986 to l.S 
million in 1997 - even though the 
number of licensed drivers 
increased almost 15 percent, to 
183 million, the Justice 
Department’s Bureau of Justice 
Statistics announced. 

The bureau attributed the 
decline in arrests in part to the 
aging of licensed drivers. Younger 
—drivers are mpre prone-to-drink. 
and drive. In 1997, 54 percent of 
licensed drivers were age 40 or 
older, up from 46 percent in 1986. 
The older die driver over age 21, 
the lower the rate of DWI arrests, 
the government reported. 

Of those convicted of DWI in. 
1997, 454,500 were on probation,/ 
41,100 were in local jails and 
17,600 were in state prisons. In 
1986, 270,000 people were behind 
bars or on probation for DWI. 

One expert said the figures 


reflect success in getting "social 
drinkers" to become more 
responsible and failure in dealing 
with the hardest-core group of 
dninken drivers: diose who have 
a serious problem with alcohol. 

Without alcohol treatment pro- 
grams, “these are just drunk dri- 
vers wailing to get back on the 
-road," said Terry Schiavone, 
president of the National 
Commission Against Drunk 
Driving, a private group. "Jail 
and probation have never cured 
the drunken driving problem." 

Forty-six percent of DWI offend- 
ers on probation were in alcohol 
treatment programs in 1997, 
according to die bureau study. 

Support for Schiavone's view 
that the half million - drivers now 
-urulercorrectionalsuper^ision 
arc “hard-core” includes:’ 

• About half of DWI offenders 
in local jails reported consuming 
the equivalent of about 12 beers 
or six glasses of wine In the hours 
leading up to their arrest. About 
half those on probation said they 
had been drinking for at least 
three hours before their arrest. 

• A diird of DWI offenders on 
probation said they drank every 
day and two-thirds of them said 
they had used drugs in the past.

Federal authorities were 
investigating the origins of 
the bug, but offered no 
details of their probe on 
Saturday. 

Worm.Explore.zip combines 
the worst elements of the two 
viruscs-that swept across the 
Internet earlier this spring, 
using e-mail trickery similar to 
Melissa’s to overwhelm com- 
puter networks and attacking 
computer users individually 
with the Chernobyl-like 
destruction of their computer 
.files. 

The virus disguises itself as a 
timely e-mail reply from an

computer’s hard drive and rico- 
cheting around companies connect- 
ed to dial machine by a network. 

One of the worst hit was air-

WASHINGTON - Of the many 
church-state issues debated by 
religious leaders and politicians, 
none is trickier than whether 
— prayer should be allowed at pulK 
lie high school graduations. 

Uist month, emotions erupted 
in a Calvert County, Md., commu- 
nity after the principal of 
Northern High School asked a 
senior girl to delete references to 
God in an invocation she volun- 
teered to give at graduation cere- 
. monies. When she delivered o 
“reflection” in place of a prayer 
and asked for 30 seconds of 
silence, many in the audience of 
4,000 began reciting aloud the 
Lord’s Prayer. 

The audience’s prayerful out- 
burst in turn angered another 
senior, who stormed out of the 
building in protest - and then was 
not allowed back in to receive his 
diploma. The American Civil 
Liberties Union of Maryland is 
representing the male student 
and investigating to sec whether 
liis rights were violated. 

In Florida and Idaho, appellate 
judges recently said they will 
rehear cases about students who 
were invited to speak at gradua- 
tion and prayed during their pre- 
sentations. In Idaho, die ruling to 
be reviewed said it was all right 
for students being honored at 
commencement to pray during 
their speeches; in Florida, the 
court had said it was not all right 
for students selected by their 
peers to pray during speeches. 

Specialists in First Amendment 
rights attribute the “murkiness” 
in die school prayer debate to too 
_fcw_dcfinitivo court .rulings jind 
to misunderstandings about whut 
the law allows. 

The most common misconcep- 
tion is that the U.S. Supreme 


Court has banned all prayer in 
school, said Charles C. Haynes, 
editor of “Finding Common 
Ground; A First Amendment 
Guide to Religion and Public 
Education,” published by the 
“FlrsfAmcndmcnr Center ar 
Vanderbilt University.

The Supreme Court has ruled 
against stutc-sponsored or state- 
organized prayer, meaning 
school officials cannot organize, 
mandate or participate in stu- 
dent religious activities, includ- 
ing prayer. But students arc free 
to pray alone or in groups - for 
example, around a flagpole 
before the beginning of school - 
as long as they do not pressure 
other students to attend, he 
said. 

Student-led graduation prayers 
arc another matter. Federal 
appeals courts have issued con- 
flicting opinions, Haynes said. But 
most courts dial have ruled on the 
matter consider a graduation 
crowd to be a captive audience 
and an y prayers before a captive 
audience to be unconstitutional. 

If officials arc unclear about 
what laws apply to their school, 
the best approach - until a direct 


U.S. Supreme Court ruling on the 
issue - is to refuse to allow stu- 
dent prayers at graduation, 
Haynes said. “It’s a reasonable 
way to go,” he said, i 

But Jay Alan Sckulow, chief 
- counsel for thc Amcrican Gentcr — 
for Law and Justice in Virginia 
Beach, Va., argues that the 
Supreme Court has left open the 
possibility of student-initiated, 
student-led prayer. In Lee vs. 
Wcisman (1992), the court “held 
only that ... school officials (can- 
not) invite clergy to give prayers 
at commencement," Sckulow 
writes in the center’s guide 
“Students’ Rights and the Public 
Schools.” 

In an interview, Sekulow said 
students who have been given 
the opportunity to speak 
because of their high academic 
standing or leadership should 
lie allowed to pray or say what- 
ever they want in their speech- 

Odier legal minds interpret Lee 
-vs. Weisman differently. “School- 
officials are neither required nor 
permitted to include a student-led 
prayer in a formal graduation cere- 
mony, even if a majority of students 
vote to endorse the prayer,’’ 
Maryland Attorney General J. 
Joseph Curran Jr. (D) wrote in a 
1993 opinion about religion in pub- 
lic schools 

Also in 1993, the ACLU suc- 
cessfully challenged a Loudoun 
County, Va., school district plan 
to include student-led prayers at 
graduation exercises. 

Haynes says the legal battles 
over graduation prayer are 
“counterproductive” and advises 
religious groups to hold voluntary 
baccalaureate services near the 
time of graduation. In that set- 
ting, he said, “you can have all 
the sermons and prayers you 
want.”

Americans still fail to grasp the 
lessons of that trial Instead of a 
tempered national discussion 
about race and why the verdict 
came out the way it did, we arc 
. doing more shouting and less lis- 
tening. 

Instead of police departments 
working hard to eliminate pock- 
ets of racism, we see a rash of 
high-profile police brutality 
cases across the nation. Instead 
of a self-examination by the 
press about the notions of priva- 
-cy and probity, we continue to be- 
pulled downward by tabloid val- 
ues. And instead of thoughtful 
reflections about what went on _ 
in t&at downtown LbsAhRcIes 
courtroom, wc are treated to rec- 
ollections based more on fantasy 
than on fact. 

The biggest myth perpetrated 
by the verdict’s critics is that 
Simpson’s acquittal was based 
solely on the use of the so-called 
“race card," a term that trivial- 
izes the issues of race. If that had 
been the case, however, our. jobs 
as defense counsel would have 
been much easier. To put it blunt- 
ly, few, if any, people thought of 
OJ. Simpson as black. His social 
circle was almost entirely white. 
His extraordinary athletic skill 
and congeniality permitted him 
to flourish within white society. 

To portray Simpson as an 

African- American martyr is 
absurd. 

Despite assertions to the con- 
trary, the defense team also 
never implied or said outright 
that Simpson was framed 
because he was African- 
American.

lawyers. Wc were not sorcerers. 
However, Simpson did benefit 
from having a robust and a vigor- 
ous defense, a team of dedicated 
professionals wlio demonstrated 
• that the state could not prove its 
case beyond a reasonable doubt. 

All defendants are entitled to 
such advocacy. Sadly, few receive 

. .it, .The judicial system is hardly 

flawless. It is uneven and at times 
unfair. 

Witness my 27-year battle to 
free Geronimo Pratt, or the 
instances of wrongfully convicted 
inmates who arc now belatedly 
being freed by DNA evidence. 

Indeed, the biggest lesson from 
the Simpson triaiis not that jus- 
tice is color-blind. It is that the 
only color justice recognizes is 
green. White defendants before 
Simpson, such as John DeLorean 
and Claus von Bulow.also bene- 
fited from this. In the case of 
Simpson, here was someone who 
had profited through Ids own tal- 
ent and hard work. He was a win- 
ner in the game of capitalism. 

Yet, when Simpson chose to 
deploy his resources to ensure 

„ that his rights as a citizen and a 

defendant would be protected, 
he was condemned. 


to spur controversy. I have cho- 
sen not to hide but to engage. I 
speak often to university, com- 
munity, church and professional 
groups. 

But the racial divide still bur- 
dening this nation is most appar- 
ent in the simple astonishment 
that an African-American such 
as I can triumph because of his 
intelligence. It's acceptable, it 
seems, for blacks to be success- 
ful entertainers and atlilctcs.

Sometimes, African-Americans 
can make the courts -and our- 
selves- embrace our highest 
ideals. It is disheartening to know 
that some see this activity as a 
terrifying threat, 

Before the anniversary remem- 
brances of Simpson’s saga once 
again arc swept away, we need to 
return to the one part of that trial 
that escaped the gaze of the tele- 
vision cameras. 

That is the jury room. In that 
space, men and women of various 
.backgrounds reasoned together. 
They exdianged views and 
readied a condusion. Rather 
than question that, it is time for 
us as a nation and.for all of us 
individually to engage in a simi- 
lar discussion. \ 

Without a rational exchange of 
ideas, there is only tarn and igno- 
rance. ^

role in peacekeeping has been 
worked out. 

Despite reports from Pristina 
the Russians were denying 
NATO access to the main air-., 
port , Cohen insisted there was 
no trouble and that NATO forces 
were moving into Kosovo on or 
ahead of schedule. 

“There’s been no impediment 
whatsoever to the flow of 
forces,” Cohen said. 

Cohen said Washington wel- 
comes Russian participation in 
peacekeeping. But he said the 
agreement under which Serb 
forces are leaving Kosovo, can- 
not last if the Russians uy. to go 
their own' way' in Kosovo, where 
they have traditional ties to the 
minority Serb population. 

“We have to make sure that 
this agreement stands and it can- 
not stand if there is going to be a— 
posture struck by the Russians 
that they are there to defend the 
Serb population against the 


Kosovars,” Cohen said. 

Vice President AJ Gore said in 
an interview Sunday with CBS 
Radio, “it would be a mistake to 
overdramatize” the Russia prob- 
lem, but he conceded that it was 
a “step back” on Russia’s path to 
democracy. 

“Russia’s going through a peri- 
od of change right now and as 
you know there ore differing 
voices inside Moscow," Gore 
said.- 

“Overall, they’re in a pattern 
that is best described by the old 
cliche, 'One step forward, two 
steps back.’ Of course when they 
take the one step back, that 
always causes concern.” 

Appearing on CNN with 
Cohen, Gen. Henry H. Shelton, 
chairman oTthe Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, said the Russians likely 
would contribute about 2,000 
troops. The overall peacekeep- 
ing operation is expected to total 
about -50,000 troops, -including- 
7,000 Americans and small con- 
tributions from several non- 
NATO countries.

in recent weeks. 

— r“But I believe the internation- 
al community must make a dis- 
tinction between Milosevic’s 
government and the cities and 
people of Yugoslavia,” Djindjic 
said. “If they try to say, ‘OK, we 
will isolate the country and 
make a fire under the country, 


and in a few months we’ll have a 
political explosion in this coun- 
try because of the isolation’ - I 
don’t believe it’s true.” 


The effect of such a harsh 
postwar strategy by NATO 
would be “the criminalization of 
. society (while) Milosevic and his 
structure will stay,” Djindjic

In response to a looming 
“humanitarian disaster” threat- 
ened by the destruction of urban 
infrastructure during NATO's 
bombing campaign, Djindjic’s 
Democratic Party - the largest 
party in Serbia fully committed 
to democracy - will seek direct 
international assistance for 
Serbian cities, he said. At the 
same time, it plans to. launch a 
massive petition campaign call- 
ing on Milosevic to resign so that 
international aid will flow more 
freely.

Paul art teachers will train their colleagues

PAUL - In August, art teachers 
Penny Ncibaur and Anna Workman 
will focus their attention on students 
of a different sort - their colleagues. 

They will give workshops to other 
teachers from around the state to ■ 
help develop art teaching skills. 

While only 21 percent of students 
surveyed recently in Minidoka 
County spend three or more hours 
per week" attending art, musitror 
theater lessons, national studies 
have shown that the arts encourage 
and motivate learning in all sub- 
jects. With only a few teachers who 
specialize in teaching art in the in 
the county, the district depends on 
classroom teachers to give students 
art training. 

Neibaur stresses the Importance 
of teaching art in the classroom, par- 
ticularly to creative students. 

"If art is eliminated they become 
discouraged and they can become a 


target for dropping out,” she said. 
“But having arts in school gives 
“those kids an opportunity to feel 
they are good at something.” 
Research has shown art enhances 
• learning and helps raise test scores 
in all areas, but arts-rclated classes 
often have been the first to go if 
dosses must be cut, she said. 

Neibaur, who Is the' only art spe- 
dalist at the elementary level, trav- 
eled between schools throughout the 
district to teach art dnsse s du ring 
' the past sdioal year. 

Workman teaches art at West 
Minico Junior High School and will 
be teaching the workshop with 
Neibaur. This is the fifth year they 
have held the workshop, Workman 
said. The workshop is so popular 
with teachers that some have taken 
it a second time around, she said.

said Utah Gov. Michael Leavitt. 
“...I think if there was a glimmer 
of hope you’d see western gover- 
nors jump to push the door open. 
Right now we are not seeing 
much light.” 

The Endangered Species Act 
lips jspprkcd .bitter disputes, 
throughout'ihc West, pitting 
landowners, developers, timber 
interests and fishing interests 
against environmentalists. 

The western governors advo- 
cate improved incentives for 
landowners and more participa- 
tion by local citizens and states in 
implementing the act, which is 
designed to protect plants and 
animals from extinction.

The front seat was cov- 
ered ivith a hide from one of the 
Harpers’ cows, and the arm rests 
featured the Harper cattle 
brand. Four well-matched mules 
pulled the home-pway-from- 
home. 

“It gets us away from the TV 
and the telephone,” VerRona 
Harper said. "It’s not £our usual 
vacation, though. You work hard, 
you face challenges.” 

Larry Harper agreed.

The Harpers took five of their 
grandchildren for the first week 
of the trip.

A 47-volume Defense 
Department study of the U.S. role 
in Indochina over three decades 
was classified top secret when 
EUsberg, a Defense Department 
analyst, decided to copy it and 
give it to The New York Times. 

The Times and the Washington

He is convinced that President 
Nixon would have expanded (lie 
war had he not feared EUsberg 
would disclose even more infor- 
mation. 

“Without Nixon’s obsession 
-with me; he would have stayed in — 
office.” EUsberg said in an inter- 
view. “And had he not been 
removed from office, he would 
have continued the bombing (in 
Vietnam).” 

But those who were pah of the 
episode that resulted in 
Elisberg’s federal trial for espi- 
onage and conspiracy view his 
legacy in broader terms. 

“What Dan did goes far beyond 
the war," said Leonard 
■ — Weinglass, an attorney who was - 
part of Ellsberg's defense team. 

“What he represents is some- 
one who broke ranks with the pol- 
icy priesthood and was wiUing to 

risk the betrayal label for_the 

sake of revealing a policy that 
had gone awry," he said. “Where 
are the people today who would 
break ranks and reveal such a 
policy?" 

ACLU lawyer Mark 
Rosenbaum, who as a 24-year-old 
law student look a leave from 
Harvard University to work on 
Ellsberg’s behalf, sees him as the 
ultimate whistle-blower.

Nixon, who resigned in 1974 
over Watergate, wrote in his 
memoirs: "I still believe that it is 
a tragedy of circumstances that ... 
John Ehrlichman went to jail and 


Daniel EUsberg went free." 

■ Why was Nixon so intent on- 
getting EUsberg? The former 
Pentagon insider thinks he 
knows. 

"Nixon knew from almost the 
first day I had other documents 
that I had not released, including 
documents from his own National 
Security Counsel,” he said. "He 
didn’t know how much I had. But 
he thought if I released them, it 
would expose his Vietnam strategy. 

“Nixon had a secret plan and I 
did know what it- was,”' EUsberg' 
said. His contention: Nixon 
planned to continue the war 
indefinitely with U.S. air support 
for South Vietnamese troops on 
die ground. 

The Pentagon sent EUsberg to 
Vietnam, and lie returned know- 
ing the war was not being won. In 
1969 he decided to release the 
Pentagon Papers to the newspa- 
pers to show a pattern of decep- 
tion that he believed guided U.S.- 
foreign poUcy for decades. 

Today, he said, he could have 
published it on the Internet, a lot 
less cumbersome than making 
multiple copies of 7,000 pages of 
documents.

CHICAGO (AP) - Women who 
—exercise vigorously while -trying 
to quit Smoking arc twice as like- 
ly to kick the habit than 
wannabe ex-smokers who don’t 
work out regularly, a new study 
finds. 

The report also offers good 
news to female smokers who 
. fear that giving up tobacco and 
■ nicotine will lead to weight gain. - 
Researchers found that women 
who worked out as they tried to 
quit gained only about half the 
weight of those who did not exer- 
cise. 

“I can’t say that definitively 
this will help all people, but 
given all of the other, health ben- 
efits associated with regular 
exercise I would certainly 
encourage people trying to quit 
smoking to talk yo their physi- 
-cians about starting a program,"— 
said Bess Marcus, an associate 
professor of psychiatry and 
human behavior at Brown , 
University and the study’s lead 
author. • < 

The findings appear in 
Monday’s Archives of Internal 
Medicine. 

Researchers at The Miriam 
Hospital in Providence, R.I., fol- 
lowed 281 healthy but sedentary 
female smokers who attended a 
12- week program to stop smok- 
ing.

THE ACES ON BRIDGE 


“Every man is the son of his own 
works."

After seeing dummy, South 
. thinks well of his chances in his 
spade small slam. If he has any 
luck at all in cither red suit, he 
will make the slam easily. And If 
his luck is very good, he may even 
odd an overtrick. 

How would you plan the play to 
earn the slam bonus? 

South wins his club king and 
draws one round of trumps, What 
next? If South depends on finding 
luck in cither red suit, he's in for a 
huge disappointment. If he takes 
a heart finesse before a diamond 
finesse, he makes the better 
choice in a poor ovorall.ptan. If 
the heart finesse loses but the 
hearts are 3-3, he con discord a di- 
amond, eliminating the need of a 
diamond finesse. He has no con- 
tingency option if he finesses in 
diamonds first 

In todoy's layout, the heart fi- 
nesse fails, and the suit breaks 4- 
2. This leaves only the diamond fi- 
nesse, and when that fails, the 
slam goes with It 

The best route to 12 tricks is to 
enlist thc_aid of the enemy. Aftcr_ 
'drawing trumps, South should 
cash his remaining high club and 
cash his heart oce. Then he leads 
a low heart and covers whatever 
card West plays. When West plays 
the five, dummy covers with the 
eight which loses to East's nine. 
.However, East is stuck. If he 
leads a red suit, South enjoys a 
free finesse. And if East leads a 
club, he gives South a ruff and 
sluff. Either way, South gets his 
12Ui winner. 

Note that if West had either the 
heart 10 or nine and played it when 
South led a heart to dummy, it 
wouldn't matter.

-years. -During-the-follow:up_period,_ 
the researchers documented 1,081 
cases of self-reported symptomatic 
gallstone disease. Surgery to remove 
the gall bladder was required in 885 


cases. 

Higher imdkcs of caffeine were 
associated with a decreasing risk of 
- gallstone disease, with die lowest risk, 
found among men who drank four or 
more cups per day. 

“The inverse association between 
coffee intake and gallstone disease 
may be due specifically to the effect 
of caffeine,” the authors write.

• How much is too much? 

Maybe less than you think. The threshold 
value over which caffeine intake could cause 
trouble is 10 milligrams per kilo weight a day 
(that’s S50 milligrams for the average woman, 
and 700 milligrams for the average man). 

Moderate coffee consumption is usually 

defined as three or four cupsof coffee at most: 

effects and duration vary from person to person. 

• Is it safe for pregnant women to drink cof- 
fee? 

. Most researchers seem to think so - within 
limits. Daily consumption of up to 300400 mil- 
ligrams (approximately two to three 8-ounce 
cups of brewed coffee) has been shown to have 
no adverse reproductive consequences. For - 
those who want to err on the side of caution, 
some researchers suggest limiting caffeine con- 
sumption to near 200 milligrams a day (two cups 
per day). 

• Docs coffee contribute to osteoporosis? 

No, but drinking so much coffee that you 

neglect to drink milk can. Doctors recommend 
that women drink one glass of milk per day or 
take one calcium supplement per day if they are 
heavy coffee drinkers, i.e., five cups or more a 
day, so as not to neglect calcium intake. 

• Is drinking coffee at work likely to pump up 
your blood pressure? 

Yep. In one study, 19 participants were given 
caffeine capsules of cither 100 or 500 milligrams 
per day. They were measured for ambulatory , 
blood pressure and heart rate during workday 
activities by wearing a blood pressure monitor 
attached to their arm for the twotiay period over 
which the study was conducted. The results indi- 
cated a five-point increase in blood pressure at 
higher doses. 

That said, several long-term studies have 
shown no relationship between coffee-drinking 
and chronic hypertension or heart disease. 

• Coffee may be a quick pick-me-up, but bow 
long do its effects last? 

Quite a while. The half-life of coffee - the time 
necessary for eliminate from the bloodstream 
half the caffeine ingested - is 4-6 hours (if you 
smoke, it’s about three hours). Interestingly, if 
you’re pregnant, the effects of caffeine hang 
around a long time - 18-20 hours for women in 
the third trimester. And if you’re taking oral con- 
traceptives, caffeine’s half-life is about 13 hocus. 

Incidentally, the greatest concentration of caf- 
feine in the bloodstream takes places between 
1545 minutes after you ingest it. 

• Are coffee drinkers less likely to get colon 
cancer? 

Dr. Edward Giovannuci of the Harvard 
Medical School thinks so. After .analysing 17 
published studies on coffee consumption and 
colorectal cancer, Giovanucri found the risk of 
colorectal cancer to be 24 percent lower among 
those who drink four or more cups a day than 
. among those who never drink coffee.

. DEAR SHARON: Actually, I have 
warned women about the over- 
whelming lack of evidence showing 
laser hair-removal as being even 
remotely permanent.

(While 
it is much faster than electrolysis, it 
is also far more expensive.) 

I receive lots of letters from

Overweight men risk diabetes

Men who are overweight ot age 
25 are more likely in middle age 
to develop Type 2 diabetes, the 
most common form of the dis- 
ease, than thinner men, 
researchers at Johns Hopkins 
Medical Institutions reported 
recently. 

The results come from a long- 
term study of 913 male physi- 
cians. It is one of the first studies 
to examine the potential impact 
of body weight in the decades 
before middle age, when diabetes 
often develops, and could assist 
researchers in developing pro- 


mass index of 25 or greater - 
were almost four times more like- 
ly to develop diabetes after age 
50 than men who were not over- 
weight.

PALO ALTO, Calif. - Lisa 
Lichtenstern is a skillful grade 
school teacher, but she says there 
is one thing she has always had 
difficulty learning; how to for- 
give. 

Raised by an alcoholic father, 
the San Carlos', Calif., woman - 
grew up experiencing pain, anger 
and resentment. Decades later, 
she still hadn't let all those nega- 
tive feelings go. 

So when Lichtenstern, 35, 
heard about a workshop on the 
art and science of forgiveness, 
she signed up in a heartbeat. The 
tools she received - strategies for 
managing anger and forgiving 
others - have already proven 
invaluable, she believes. 

Since finishing the classes in 
April, she has noticed a positive 
change in her outlook - and in 
her relationship with her father. 

“I wish I had learned it 20 years 
ago.
